New York, September 30.—The 
ee York Giants have the edge on 


their world’s series rivals, the Wash- 
ington Senators, when it comes to of- 
fensive and defensive abjlity of their 
respective infields, a comparison of 
| the two clubs, based on the latest ay- 
erages, reveals. 

These figures are based on the first- 
|line troops of the Giants, where sev- 
‘eral major casualties have occurred in 

'the closing stages of the campaign, 
| but they are conclusive. They show 
that the , Kelly-Frisch-Jackson-Groh 
combination of the National league 
champions has a combined fielding av- 
erage of .97275 as compared with 
96925 for the Judge-Hartis-Peckin- 
paugh-Bluege quartet.

T rophy Jones Won Awarded 
‘First Time 29 Years Ago 


It was twenty-nine years ago that 
the Ifavemeyer trophy for the nation- 
al amateur golf championship started 
going the rounds hich have led it to 
the home of Bobby Jones, of Atlanta. 
History of the cup was recalled by golf 
enthusiasts here yesterday when it 
went on display in the window of La- 
tham & Atkinson. 

The national amateur trophy, inci- 
dentally, is the third’ national emblem 
of golf superiority that has been shown 
to Atlanta people from the Latham 
& Atkinson windows. ‘Twice the wom- 
an’s golf championship cup, won both 
times by Miss Alexa Stirling, was 
shown there, and two years ago the na- 
| tional open golf championship trophy, 
'also won by Bob Jones, was shown. 

No real valuation can be plaved on 
the cup beeause it has a sentimental 
value that cannot be reckoned in dol- 
lars. ‘The metal in it, worked up un- 
der modern methods. however, would 
cost about $2,000. The trophy stands 
22 inches high, but the process of cor- 


ad 


rectly imagining the size of it and its 


magnificence leaves one underestimat- 
ing its beauty. All of the work was} 
don. by hand, and it is one of the most | 
ornate trophi es offered in the golfing 
world, 
Hunt Place for Name. 

Winning of the national amateur | 
trophy by Bobby Jones presented a 
problem to engravers when they took it 
for inseribing the name of the 1924 
winner. Both plaques on the bow] of | 
the cup were full of names and the} 
only undecorated portion of the base. 
was entrely taken up with names of | 
winners. The only place left was a} 
band of smooth metal on the top be- 
low the surmounting ffgure of a golf- 
er. It had not been touched by the 
engravers tool when Bob Jones 
brought it to Atlanta, now his name 
and the name of the Atlanta Athletic 
club stand out as the first inscriptions 


on the top. 

Poking fun at any part of such a 
magnificent trophy would be an af- 
front to that score and a half of noted 
golfers who have won the cup, and_it 
is to avoid such an act that peoplé 
noting the figwte on top of the cup 
couch in vague terms their amusement: 


The figure isn’t that of 1924 golfer, 
but is an 1895 model. 

Pros would hold up their hands in 
horror if any of their greenest pupils 
took a stance like that of ‘the figure 
on top. Then there is the bent shaft 
ot the stick.

Weevil damage was coinparatively 
light up until the first of September, 
but theré is no question now as to 
how much damage has been done by 
them in punctured bolls on late fruit- 
age. A orop under 12,000,000 bales 
is forecast now and the fact will be- 
come more pronounced as the true 
situation develops through October, 
association officials assert. 


SMALL INCREASE IN 
EMPLOYMENT IS 
NOTED IN DISTRICT 


There has been a small increase in 
employment throughout the Sixth Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank district during Au- 
gust, with a few cotton mills having 
increased their operating schedules 
slightly, according to the September 
review of business conditions issued 
here, 

At various points, according to the 
review concerning the employment 
ftatus, there has been evidenced small 
gains in the numbers employed in va- 
rious industries, this being attributed 
to the fact that building and construc- 
tion work in progress affords empioy- 
ment to a large nuinber of workers 
throughout the district. 

_“Many of the textile mills in Geor- 
Zia remain closed,” the review states, 
“and there is a surplus of this class of 
Jabor, and unskilled help apparent in 
certain sections. Skilled labor, par- 
ticularly the supply of building crafts- 
men, is well employed. Farm labor 
demands are being mc@ satisfactorily. 
Textile and steel mills in Atlanta and 
railroad shops are on part time, and 
there is a surplus of !abor apparent. 

“Most of the cotton mills at Augusta 
Gre still closed and.there jis not suf- 
ficrent employment in, other lines to 
absorb the labor, although there is a 
large amount of building under way. 

“Several large building projects are 
also under way at Columbus and indi- 
cations are that the textile mills im 
that city will increase their operations 
within the next 30 days. 

“The increased demand for labor of 
work on the roads in Florida has 
created a slight shortage of farm labor 
there. ‘The demand and supply of 
skilled Jabor continues well balanced. 
Building continues on a large scale; 
local industries at most points are 
operating on a fairly satisfactory 
basis. Because of the large building 
program there is a slight shortage of 
plasterers, plumbers and carpenters at 
Miami. 

“Although there is a surplus of labor 
in Alabama, employment conditions 
show some improvement over last 
snonth: Coal mines are operating at 
about 50 per cent of normal. Many 
of the cotton mills continue to operate 
on a part time basis. A large program 
of highway construction is under way. 
There is a general surplus of labor in 
the steel plants, pipe shops, and iron 
furnaces in the Birmingham industrial 
district. A slight surplus was also 
noticeable in Mobile where part time 
operations exist in railroad shops, ship- 
yards and tile factories, aftecting sev- 
eral hundred workers. Cotton mills at 
. Montgomery are on part time, but 
some improvement was reported from 
cotton mills at Anniston, but other in- 
dugtries there are on curtailed sched- 


es, 

“Although employment in Lenisiana 
hag siizhtly increased in some indus- 
tries, there is a surplus of labor ap- 
parent. A large amount of new build- 
ing ie reported, but a ccnsidernble 
surplus of these craftsmen exists. 
Small employment increases were 
noted in metal production at New Or. 
leans, and in tobacco plants and gar- 
ment industries. Part time operations 
prevail in the cotton oil miils, cotton 
mills, railroad shops and a few saw 
mills. 

“Although. industrial employment 
conditions in Tennessee do not show 
any marked improvement during Au- 
gust, an optimistic spirit prevails in 
waost industries. Corl mining condi- 
tions are slightly improved and the 
output will shortly be increased. Con- 
siderable improvement was noted in 
the lumber industry and more mills 
are on full time operations.”
